The dis- 
patch said the Bulgarian council 
of ministers was meeting- to reach 


• a decision in the matter. 


Despite a Moscow radio report 


that Yugoslavia had rejected the 
British-French invitation to par- 
ticipate, observers in Belgrade 
said the Yugoslavs still had not 
replied, and probably would not 
do so before Thursday—the dead- 
line for an answer. 


Czechoslovakia and Austria for- 


mally 
announced 
their 
accept- 


ances of the invitation today. 


In London, .British Foreign Sec- 


retary Ernest Bevin said the Mar- 
shall proposal might yet make the 
greatest contribution to/interna- 
tional amity. He indicated in an 
address that the door still was 
open to Russia to join in im- 
plementing- the program. 
Bevin 


said Marshall's proposals were 
purely economic and that preju- 
dices, "either religious or ideolo- 
gical" should be ruled out in the 
discussions. 


Earlier Moscow's press publish- 


ed Tass dispatches 
from Paris 


and Bucharest saying that Ro- 
mania, Yugoslavia and Poland 
probably would not participate in 
the conference. Albania and Hun- 
garian diplomatic representatives 
in London expresed the opinion 
that their nations, also, might 
stay away.

New Labor Act Has 
No Teeth for Czar 


Petrillo Curbing 


Washington, July 8 —(AP) — 


Two Republican lawmakers said 
today the new Taft-Harley labor 
act is powerless to block James 
C. Petrillo if he decides finally to 
ban radio network musical pro- 
grams and phonograph recordings 
by his union musicians. 


The president of the AFL Amer- 


ican Federation of Musicians first 
told a house labor subcommittee 
that "as of now" those are his 
plans for next year. 


After a luncheon recess, how- 


ever, he said "I'm in ho'pes that 
somewhere along the line we won't 
have to do the things I said we'd 
have to do this morning". 


Both chairman 'Kearns (R-Pa.) 


and Rep. Nixon (R-Calif.), a sub- 
committee member, expressed the 
opinion that the Taft-Hartley act 
will not "stop Petrillo from going 
ahead with this if he wants to". 


But Kearns told reporters that 


the American public is entitled to 
hear records and radio musical 
shows and added: 


"We will certainly recommend 


additional legislation on anything 
that effects the American way of 
life as this does". 


Nixon, in a separate interview, 


said he is doubtful as to what new 
law could be enacted 
to dea.1 


"with this absolute czar of the 
music world" but that: 


"It certainly poses the problem 


to the committee to see what fur- 
ther legislative steps can be,tak- 


n".

The National Grange suggested 
today that labor and major indus- 
trial firms agree on a program of 
voluntary ceilings on wages and 
profits as a step toward lower 
prices. 


The farm organization made this 


proposal as the American Federa- 
tion of Labor declared that "the 
feast 
and 
famine 
policy 
of 


industry" has pushed prices and 
profits to the brink of an economic 
recession. 
. The Grange and the AFL laid 
down their views 
in 
separate 


statements prepared for the joint 
congressional committee on the 
economic report. This group is 
studying suggestions on how to 
prevent boom and bust swings 
of the nation's economy. 


Albert S. Goss, master of the 


Grange, told the committee: 


"If labor and industry in a 


number 
of 
America's 
largest 


industrial concerns would agree 
upon a program in which a ceiling 
would be placed on wages, and a 
ceiling- on industrial profits, with 
all margins above such ceilings 
divided between labor, industrial 
ownership and the public in the 
form of lower 
prices—with

major part of the saving going 
toward reduction 
in. price—our 


inflationary spiral would soon be 
put in reverse." 


Matthew Woll, an 
AFL 
vice- 


president, expounded his organi- 
zation^ views. He said: 


"The AFL is convinced that the

The babies were doing 
so well today that the master of 
thp General Muir, who had sen I an 
emergency request for incubator, 
sent word that it apparently would 
not be needed. 


Coast guard officials here were 


relieved — not only because the 
babies were better but because 
weather conditions at sea admit- 
tedly would have made it danger- 
ous to set the big amphibian plane 
down near thp transport with the 
300-pound incubator.

cent market report 
from 
New 


York. The report says: 


"Siifte 
meat 
went 
soaring", 


Americans have been devouring 
eggs at an amazing rate. Prices 
have climbed slowly but steadily. 
While there is some consumer re- 
sistance here and there, the long- 
range outlook is for STILL HIGH- 
ER PRICES. 


"Ordinarily by this time of year 


plenty of eggs have gone into 
storage. This year fewer than us- 
ual have been laid by. 


"With production dropping' off 


steadily and prices going up, it 
is a safe bet to say that we'll 
see an egg boom this fall. 


"People are insisting more and 


more on having large eggs of fan- 
cy quality — more particularly 
nearby eggs than mid-westerns." 


Fine Prices — for Fine Eggs 
There's the handwriting on the 


wall. 


You'll undoubtedly be able to 


get fine prices — for fine eggs. 
But if anyone expects to get fan- 
cy prices for the kind of eggs a 
lot of people in the 
Middle West 


have been selling, he's due for a 
disappointment. 


We've grown careless during the 


last few years. If we're honest 
with -ourselves, a lot of us will ad- 
mit that; we haven't been taking- 
care of our eggs .the way 
we 


should. 


I understand why: 
The government 
buying pro- 


grams have been the biggest, fac- 
tor in the egg market for the last 
five, or;-six years. And. with all 
their talk about quality, their sup- 
port programs have done more 
than anything else to discourage 
people from taking care of their 
eggs. 


They have made is possible for 


people to get as much—or almost 
as much for anything in a shell, 
regardless of its freshness. 


Under those conditions only the 


most conscientious farmers con- 
tinued to take good care of their 
eggs. 
Most people decided 
it 


didn't pay. From aji 
immediate 


dollars-and-cents standpoint they 
were probably right;

western eggs. If we want to get 
it back-it's up to us to act—and 
act fast.

A Pleasant Labor Story 
After all the furor raised by the 


Taft-Hartley Act, it is a pleasure 
to call attention to an example 
of mutually intelligent and sym- 
pathic 
labor-management re.a- 


tions. It is particularly pleasant 
since the union in the case is a 
local of the CIO United Electrical 
Radio and Machine \Vorkers. 


It is no secret that the UERMW 


international policies follow the 
Communist Party line pretty con- 
sistently. 
Officers 
who 
shape 


those policies have followed that 
line so long that the general pub- 
lic is inclined to"think of the whole 
UERMW as extremely left-wing. 


This is not true of many of the 


locals and, we are sure, must of 
the rank and file. So perhaps the 
account which follows will help 
to put the picture into better fo- 
cus.A year ago a wage dispute arose 
between the UERMW local of the 
Pratt 
Whitney division of Unit- 


ed Aircraft Corp. in 
Hartford, 


Conn. The result was a 20-week 
strike of some 2200 workers. This 
year the union asked for a wage 
increase of 15 cents an hour. Then 
it dropped the demand. 


The reasons behind this unus- 


ual act reflect credit on both par- 
ties. In the first place, the com- 
pany opened its books for the un- 
ion's examination. Evidently the 
Pratt 
& Whitney 
management 


the reasonable attitude that the 
workers as well as the executives 
have a stake in the company's fu- 
ture welfare — an attitude that 
by no means enjoys universal ac- 
ceptance. 


After examining the company's 


financial position, the union pres- 
ident said: "The books proved 
that the company did have an ex- 
cellent earned surplus, but they 
also proved that a 'major portion 
of this surplus was invested in 
inventory. These books also show- 
ed that the company, since V-J 
Day, has invested hundreds 
of 


thousands of dollars in a develop- 
ment program. Both these points 
to us, spell job security." 


As a result of these sensible and 


peaceable negotiations, the com- 
pany granted six paid holidays, 
equivalent to a pay raise of about 
3 cents an hour. Discussion of a 
general wage increase will be tak- 
en up in September. 


No matter what the interna- 


tional executives may think, it is 
clear that the Hartford union's 
officers and members believe in 
growth and prosperity of private 
employment. They have realized 
that a contract which takes the 
bulk of a company's surplus in 
wage increases may prove a. poor 
reward. 


Both management and labor in 


this case have been concerned 
with tfie company's present and 
future financial health. They have 
wisely regarded job security as 
their mutual concern. Their co- 
operation and confidence are par- 
ticularly encouraging in an indus- 
try which at present is somewhat 
insecure.

New'York — The Pattern Mak- 


ers' league, a small union of the 
A. F. of JU., has challenged that 
part of the new labor - relations 
law which forbids unions to spend 
their money for campaign liter- 
ature and other political propa- 
ganda. 


Apparently there is a scramble 


afoot among the boss unioneers to 
achieve a painless martyrdom in 
defense oP the "freedom of the 
press". The assumption is that 
this part of the law will be con- 
demned on constitutional grounds 
by the St/preme court or that even 
if it should be upheld, the punish- 
ment would be glorious and lux- 
urious. The announcement of this 
defiance is political propaganda, 
published in the July issue of the 
Pattern Makers' Journal, and the 
cost o£ the Journal is paid by the 
members through their dues. 


This is a very good union, as 


unions go, composed of aristro- 
crats of a skilled trade and con- 
ducted generally in their interests 
•ather than for the sole personal 
benefit of any boss. For their mon- 
ney, the men could hire a better 
writer than 
the author of the 


hallenge which resounds with the 
dull, dumb clangor of a rusty buck- 
et and c- -pletely fails to state 
the issue. 


For raj 
thrusts, we see the 


iditor falling on his face as he 
refers to Senator Taft as "Bobbie" 
and 
congressman 
Hartley 
as 


"Freddie" and he is over-dramatic 
vhen he cries, after Patrick Hen- 
•y. "give me liberty or give me 
death". No issue of life or death 
exists here. Capital punishment is 
not provided even in the most 
lagrant cases. The members of 
the Pattern Makers' league, being 
rather superior are likely to curl 


lip at the heroics of a brave 


propagandist in the national of- 
:ice who says he is willing to die 
:hat freedom may live when he is 
threatened, at worst, with a slap 
n tlie face. 


As to the issue, let us see. 
Does this law impair the free- 


dom of the press in forbidding un- 
on publications, supported out of 
the members' dues, 
to publish 


campaign 
literature or support 


candidates? It is a borderline case 
but decision in such cases can't 
straddle the border. I say free- 
dom of the press is not involved. 


The forbiddance is against the 


use of certain money for certain 
purposes. The union has a right 
to pass resolutions and support 
candidates in print provided that 
such publications is not supported 
by the dues and other treasury 
funds exacted from the members. 
The union may lend its name to a 
publication which is financed by 
voluntary stock 
investors 
and 


therefore have a voice in print, if 
it wants one. 


We have a parallel verbotcn in 


the income tax law which pro- 
vides that the income of immune 
organizations, shall be exempt pro- 
vided that none of it is ut,ed for 
the purpose of influencing legis- 
lation. If you concede the politi- 
cal hygiene and justice of the in- 
come tsix »t all, you can find no 
constitutional fault with this pro- 
vision. We don't have to give a 
church or educational institution 
any expmption. This exemption is 
a special privilege and its terms 
have been violated defiantly by 
men of the cloth and 
political 


fakers who run espionage rack- 
ets in the guise of 
educational 


concerns. Several years ago 
I 


pointed out a case to Henry Mor- 
genthau in which a clergyman, 
whose authority covered a Liigc 
number of churches, had interfer- 
ed in a strictly political issue and 
ni>Ked him what he intended to do 
about it. Henry said he wasn't 
going to do anything. He wasn't 
going to pick any trouble with any 
church, guilty or not. That is just 
what he said and. of course, that 
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was a corruption of government 
because he admitted that there 
had been a flagrant violation. 


I mention this 'because the Pat- 


tern Makers' league gets heroic in 
defense of religious freedom too 
when- it says "some resentment 
was expressed by the politicians 
on Capitol Hill because religious 
leaders voiced opinions of 
the 


Taft-Hartley bill". 


I think the Pattern Makers' 


Journal has got that a little wrong.' 
These politicians, or statesmen, 
did not resent the expression of 
these religious leaders, although 
individual members of one relig- 
ious group certainly were sore as 
the devil at being told what 
to 


think. These politicians, or states- 
men, merely pointed out that these 
religious leaders had forfeited the 
tax immunity 
which 
the 
law 


grants to their congregations un- 
der certain definite restrictions 
which these clergymen thorough- 
ly understood. I do not dispute 
their right to interfere in politics. 
But they should be the last to 
evade or disobey the 
law and 


should pay their taxes now with- 
out argument. 
The tax is the 


price they are supposed to pay 
for the privilege of political ac- 
tivity. 


The pattern 
Makers' Journal 


asks whether religious communi- 
ties are to be muzzled next? There 
you have an example of the sort 
of thing that congress had in mind 
in deciding to forbid the financial 
support of publications 
through 


union dues. They are notoriously 
devious in their misrepresentation 
of issues to their members, con- 
sistently in the interest of 
the 


bosses who run the unions and 
edit the papers. There has not 
been the vaguest suggestion that 
any clergyman be muzzled. AH 
that has been proposed is that 
religious organizations 
with en- 


ormous incomes be compelled to 
obey the law and pay their income 
.axes like all the rest of us, in- 
cluding the irreligious and the 
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"Miss 


Plummer. do outside calls come in 
on that phone?"

Terminal Pay Bond 
Redemption Bill Is 


Now Up to Senate 


Washington, 
July 
8— (AF)— 


Backed by a 386 to 0 house vote, 
the 51,300,000,000 terminal pay 
bond redemption bill today waited 
only a spot on the senate calendar 
to complete its journey through 
congress. 


The armed services committee 


announced plans for a sub-com- 
mittee to consider the measure to- 
morrow, , and 
Republican 
whip 


Wherry 
(Xeb,.) pledged prompt 


senate action. 


The bill sailed 
through 
the 


house yesterday after GOP lead- 
ers called it a move to reduce the 
national debt and cut operating: 
expenses of the government. 


They noted that the bonds are 


a part of the debt, and that the 
government could save up to 560,- 
000,000 a year in interest charges 
by redeeming them." 


The legislation permits approxi- 


mately 9,000,000 former GI's and 
several thousand 
ex-officers to 


cash the bonds if they wish after 
September 1. Under present law 
they must hold the bonds until 
five years after the date of issue, 
receiving two and one half per- 
cent interest. 


While 
intended 
primarily 
to 


apply to former enlisted person- 
nel, 
the bond plan also was ex- 


tended to officers in payment for 
leave which they had accumulated 
prior to last September 1. 


The legislation gives new ap- 


plicants—they have until Septem- 
ber 1, 1948—the option of taking 
their terminal pay in bonds or in 
cash plus accrued interest from 
the date of discharge.

About;850,000 displaced persons 


are living in camps in Germany, 
Italy, and Austria. They have 
something to eat and a place to 
stay and that's about all. 


The camps are run by the 


American and British armies in 
their zones of occupation. About 
550,000: are in American camps. 


Afraid to Go Home 


These people, uprooted by the 


war, were made homeless. 
For 


various reasons, such as fear, they 
don't want to return to their own 
countries. 


Are they communists ? Mr. Tru- 


man said no. He said they're op- 
posed to communism and don't 
want to return to their homes in 
communist-controlled areas. 


This country has a limit, by law, 


on the number of people who can 
come here in any one year as im- 
migrants. The limit is based on a 
quota system. 


The total quota in any one year 


is about 154,000. But the num- 
Tser of immigrants corning here in 
any-one year is below the quota 
total 


The quotas were set up in 1924. 


The greatest number can come 
from Britain: 65,721 a year. But 
Batons are not displaced persons.
